Mx.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

The  health  of  the  District  remains  satisfactory  and  most  of  the 
Statistics  in  sections  (A) , (b) , and  (F)  of  the  report  do  not  require 
comment.  In  fact  the  notifications  of  infectious  disease  seem  to  have 
hit  an  ’ all-time  low'  and  the  30  cases  of  measles  shown  could  have 
been  reduced  further  if  measles  vaccine  had  been  used  more  extensively. 

The  problems  as  I see  them  remain  in  the  field  of  Environmental 
Health  (sections  C,  D and  E) . 

Firstly  I would  like  to  congratulate  the  Council  on  the  completion 
of  its  third  block  of  Old  People’s  accommodation  at  "The  Cedars”, 
Fernhill  Heath.  The  building  was  officially  opened  by  the  Chairman 
of  the  Council,  Mr.  J.  R.  Pointer,  B.A. , on  14th  March  1970*  ^ 

fourth  block  is  to  be  built  at  Hartlebuiy  eventually  and  then  I 
think  the  District  will  be  well  served  to  cater  for  the  needs  of  the 
elderly  for  some  years  to  come. 

Unfortunately  the  needs  of  large  families  have  not  been  catered 
for,  statutory  overcrowding  does  exist  (see  page  20)  and  I must  ask 
the  Council  to  reconsider  this  matter.  Pour  or  five  bedroomed  houses 
are  very  necessary  somev/here  in  the  district. 

Secondly,  due  to  circumstances  largely  outside  the  control  of  the 
Surveyor  and  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  Refuse  Disposal  problems 
undoibtadly  existed  during  the  year.  Nov/  that  a new  tipping  site  has 
been  acquired  at  Hanbury  Y/harf  it  is  hoped  that  every  priority  will  be 
given  to  this  matter  and  a high  standard  achieved. 

Thirdly,  it  is  evident  that  there  has  been  a go  slow  on  Sewerage 
ahd  Sewage  disposal  for  tv/o  to  three  years  now,  as  although  there  have 
been  extensions  to  existing  works,  no  new  works  have  been  commenced 
and  a long  list  has  been  drawn  up. 

Finally,  although  a Caravan  Survey  has  been  completed  and  the 
locality  for  a Council  site  determined,  little  progress  has  been  made. 
The  object  of  the  exercise  is  not  to  invite  further  caravans  into  the 
district,  but  to  accommodate  existing  unauthorised  vans  and  firrther 
careful  thought  will  have  to  be  given  to  how  this  is  to  be  achieved.

Clinics  are  available  however, 
at  Y7hich  expectant  mothers  are  encouraged  to  attend  regularly  in  order 
to  meet  the  midwife,  receive  health  education  and  carry  ou'j?4nte natal 
exercises  under  the  direction  of  a physiotherapist.

The  services  of  a County  midwife  are  availahle  v/ithout  charge  „to  care  for 
mothers  during  pregnancy,  confinement  and  for  a period  of  ten  days 
afterwards 0 She  should  he  hooked  as  early  as  possible  in  order  to 
receive  adequate  instruction  for. the  confinement c Visits  are  paid 
to  the  hoxue  and  examinations  carried  out  monthly  in  co-operation 
v/ith  the  doctor,  who  will  arrange  hospital  consultations  if  necessary. 

Free  dental  treatment  is  availahle  during  this  period  and  may  he 
arranged  through  the  County  Dental  Officer. 

Health  Visitinr?  and  Home  Nursing  (Sections  24  and  25)  c 
After  the  first  ten  days  the  Health  Visitor  takes  over  responsibility 
for  the  care  of  the  baby  from  the  midv/ife.  She  is  a trained  nurse  'who 
has  received  additional  instruction  in  child  care,  maintenance  of  health 
and  prevention  of  disease,  and  is  able  to  offer  guidance  to  the  mother 
until  the  child  goes  to  school.  Particular  attention  is  paid  to  premature 
babies  and  those  placed  for  a,doption  ^ r with  foster  parents.  The  Health 
VisitoT  .also  acts  as  school  nurse  and  being  an  experienced  medico- social 
worker  is  able  to  give  advice  to  the  adult  members  of  the  family  on 
personal  iDroblems  related  to  physical  or  mental  ill-health. 

The  District  Purse  is  available  to  act  on  the  instructions  of  the 
general  practitioner  or  hospital  and  when  a patient  is  discharged 
to  make  arrangements  for  domiciliary  care.  She  carries  out  nursing 
procedures  and  may  be  called  upon  in  an  emergency.  In  most  instances 
the  District  Nurse  is  also  the  Midwife  and  acts  as  Health  Visitor  but 
in  urban  areas  it  is  sometimes  more  convenient  to  split  their  duties.

Prevention  of  Illness 9 Care  and  After  Care  (Section  28) 

Convalescent  care  is  provided  for  children  and  adults  not  requiring 
treatment o This  type  of  recuperative  holiday  is  frequently  recommended 
and  persons  are  required  to  contribute  according  to  their  means o Medical 
comforts  depots  are  maintained  in  various  parts  of  the  County  by  the 
St « John  ihnbulance  Brigade  and  the  British  Red  Cross  Society.  Requests 
for  nursing  equipmentj  such  as  bedpans^  pulleys^  hoists?  etc.?  should 
be  made  to  the  District  Nurse  or  County  Health  Department. 

Persons  suffering  from  Tuberculosis  may  be  assisted  in  many  ways. 
Tuberculosis  Health  Visitors  work  from  the  Chest  Clinic  and  will  assist 
patients  to  make  the  best  use  of  services  available.  Occupational 
therapy  is  available  for  patients  suffering  from  lengthy  illnesses  or  v/ho 
are  undergoing  prolonged  convalescence . 

A chiropody  scheme  is  no\7  in  operation  for  aged  and  handicapped  persons? 
and  is  being  extended.  A Health  Education  Officer  has  also  been  appointed 
to  provide  instruction  on  health  matters  in  a,n  attempt  to  reduce  illness. 
This  is  particularly  importa,nt  in  relation  to  accidents  in  the  home,  food 
hygiene  and  cancer. 

Domestic  Help  (Section  29) 

The  Home  Help  Service  has  recently  been  reorganised  by  the  County  Council 
on  an  area  basis.

Mental  Welfare  Officers  have  been  appointed  Tho 
act  in  cor junction  with  approved  medical  officers  and  hospital  services.

The  V/elfare  Services  are  admins ter od  by  the  Welfare  Section  of  the 
Health  Department  under  the  direction  of  the  County  Y/elfare  Officer » 

The  following  facilities  are  available  - 

(a)  Hesidential  accommodation  for  the  elderly  who  are  unable  to  look  after 

themselves  in  their  own  homes. 

(b)  Temporary  accommodation  for  persons  in  urgent  need.

School  Health  Service  (Education  Act  1944)

seen  frequently.  Special  visual  acuity  and  colour  tests  are  given  at 
7-8  years  of  age?  children  in  need  of  attention  being  referred  to  the 
School  Oculist. 

Routine  testing  of  hearing  is  no'w  carried  out  using  a puro-tono 
audiometer  and  children  v/ith  defective  hearing  are  referred  to  special 
dines  frr  further  investigation. 

The  services  of  a Speech  Therapist  arc  available  and  orthopaedic 
defects  are  kept  under  supervision  by  the  Orthopaedic  Sister.  Children 
with  behaviour  disorders  or  other  problems  arc  seen  at  the  Child 
Guidance  Clinic?  Love's  Grove?  Ca,stle  Street?  Worcester. 

School  Dental  Service 

The  Dental  Health  of  all  children  in  maintained  schools  is  supervised 
at  regular  intervals?  inspections  being  carried  out  on  the  premises. 
Subsequently  treatment  is  carried  out  at  the  nearest  fixed  clinic? 
or  in  one  of  the  mobile  clinics  no'w  available.  Clinics  are  available 
at  Bromsgrove?  Stourport  and  Kidderminster. 

County  Analyst 

The  County  Analyst  is  available  to  exc.mine  public  water  supplies?

In  addition  to  the  420  places  for  Caravans  on  established  sites  XThich 
^had  planning  permission  and  are  shoim  on  the  table  below,  there 
v/ere  293  unauthorised  vans  discovered  scattered  throughout  the 
district.  It  must  be  admitted  that  the  Glarelands  Holiday  site 
has  not  been  developed,  but  at  the  same  time  the  Chateau  Impney 
site  has  not  been  cleared  despite  the  expiration  of  Planning 
Permission  in  March  I968,  Furthermore,  quite  a number  of  other 
vans  have  come  -to  light  'since  the  survey.  It  is  probable  that 
there  v/ere  approximately  660  caravans  in  the  district  at  31st  Dec.  I969 

Of  the  293  caravans  dealt  v/ith  in  the  survey,  125  were  found  to  be 
stored,  130  used  as  full-time  residences  and  only  20  for  holiday 
purposes. 


Excluding  a number  considered  to  have  an  ’’Established  Planning 
Use”,  there  i-/ere  118  unauthorised  vans  against  v/hich  enforement 'action 
could  be  tahen.  In  the  first  instance  it  was  decided  to  v/rite  to 
all  the  site  ov/ners  and  caravan  occupiers  in  this  catagory,  requesting 
them  to  submit  Planning  Applications.  Failure  to  do  so  would  result 
in  action  being  taken  by  the  Council. 


The  principle  of  establishing  a Council-owned  caravan  site  has  been 
agreed  and  a suitable  site  is  being  sought  at  Hampton  Lovett.  Also 
to  be  in  line  v/ith  the  Government  policy,  an  attempt  is  being  made  to 
find  more  permanent  accommodation  for  gypsies  in  collaboration  with 
the  farmers  on  v/hose  land  they  reside.

Two  meetings  of  this  Committee  v/ere  held  at  the  Shire  Hall  during 
the  year.  Not  a great  deal  of  v/ork  has  been  done  as  the  number 
of  cases  requiring  assistance  has  been  falling  annually.  Never- 
fhe-less^  the  Tuberculosis  Health  Visitors  do  find  cases  whose 
needs  ajre  outside  the  scope  of  the  statutory  bodies  and  then  turn 
to  the  Committee?  whoso  help  is  greatly  appreciated. 
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
